Envious eyes in Carson are now 
watching Reno. All kinds of 
rumors areinthe air. Within the 
past few days there has been a hur- 
rying to and fro; the din of battle is 
heard in the distance; a fear as of 
death is pictured in the face; the 
Carson citizen is alarmed; no prison 
bill has been introduced, no move 
made, but Carson is afraid she will 
lose the prison. In a general way 
let us understand why. The prison 
is an expensive institution. Ht is 
shut in by walls of stone. There 
being no soil aud no irrigation wa- 
ter, there can be carried on there 
no agriculture; there being no wa- 
ter power, all efforis at manufac- 
ture but add additional cost to the 
State; there betng no demand for 
the stone, the quary isa failure; 
the shoe-shop is a failure; ina 
finaocial sense the whole institu- 
No wonder the 
average Carson citizen is worried 
and alarmed at such a showing. 
There are other places in Nevada 
where there is plenty of agricul- 
tural lands, abundant water power 
to run all kinds of machinery for 
manufacture, where the prison 
might be maintained with little or 
no expense tothe State. Fifteen 
years ago the State of Nevada 
through its Representatives re- 
solved that in the interest of the 
tax payers of the State,there should 
be a change of location for the 
prison. The array of facts and fig- 
ures presented in the early seven- 
ties has stared the people in the face 
ever since. From that day to this 
there has been no other argumeut 
but that fn its favor. No other ar- 
gument can now be presented, the 
conclusion is inevitable that the 
prison location should be changed. 
‘hat it will be changed is but a 
question of time; this every man 
admits. The only stumbling block 
now in its way is the lobbyist. If 
the estimates made be correct that 
the prison, located eisewbere, could 
be made self-supporting or nearly 
so, then $40,000 annually is wasted; 
ifin the valley of the Truckee witb 
its rich fields and its undiminished 
water power offer the inducements 
for this institution that is claimed, 
the duty of the Legislature is so 
plain that he who ruus may read.

MANNING’S RESIGNATION 


The New York Strikers out of 
Employment. 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR AFFA‘RS 


Large Salaries Paid by a Boston 
B ase-Ball Club.

Kaights of Labor Matters. 
Cuycaaeo, February 15. 

The statement is in circulation here 
that District Assembly K, of L. in 
Chicago has received orders from Gen- 
eral Master Workman Powderly 
within the past three days, directing 
that no boycott be attempted without 
the sanction cf the General Executive 
Board of Philadelphia. Strenuous ef- 
forts were made yesterday to obtain a 
confirmation of the ri: mor, but the 
Knights approached on the subject, 
either denied the existence of the al- 
leged order, or were extremely reti- 
cent. It is stated, however, un fair 
authority, that the report bad its or- 
igin ina letter from Powderly, call- 
ing attention to a clause in the 
Koights’ constitution declaring in ef- 
fect, that District Assemblies may in- 
augurate boycotts within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions, but for any exten- 
sion they must apply to the General 
Board. The letter from Powderly is 
said to have intimated that any future 
infractions of this law by the Chicago 
Districts would not be tolerated. It is 
an open secret here that since the So- 
cialists captured a majority of the Chi- 
cago District, the offices of the Gen- 
eral Board have been almost ignored 
so far as the city is concerned. 


The Strikers Rejected. 
New Yorg, February 14. 

Positive orders to their dock agents 
from many ofthe railroad companies 
prohibited any of tne strikers being 
taken back under any circumstances. 
Agent Bode of the Pennsylvania road 
saysthat he has refused the applica- 
tion of a depatation from their old 
men for their reinstatement. “I will 
stand by thuse who have stood by me,”’ 
he said. “Not one of our present 
hands who does good work will be 
discharged.”’ Agent Pepper of the 
Jersey Southern road also has positive 
orders to take back no strikers. But 
little inconvenience, he says, has been 
caused his compauy by thestrike. At 
the New Jersey Central pier, Lehigh 
Valley railroad and the Anchor Line 
pier, many of the old hands are work- 
ing among the Italians, and freight is 
being moved rapidly. Gangs of 
strikers are going about from pier to 
pier in search of work. 
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An Expression Asked For. 
MApison, February 15. 
The following was issued yesterday:

THE STORM AND THE TRAINS 


A Heavy Blockade and No Through

A JOURNEY TO MEXICO. 


Mow the Land of the Aztecs Im- 
pressed an American. 
[LERVY b. BROWN.) 

On entering a strange city I al- 
ways visit its leading cnurches. 
The Mexican Cathedral is said to 
be the la church edifice in the 
New World. There I saw a motiey 
people, rich and poor, young aud 
old, men and wom -v, European 
and Creole, [udian and negie, Mes- 
tizo and Zambo, were together 
Kneeling on the stone floor in de- 
vout worehip. I observed that cou- 
fession in Mexican churches is vot 
the exclusively private perform- 
ance that is elsewhere, the audience 
boxes being open and utveiled. 
Rare and costly paintings, some of 
which are reputed to be Murillos, 
adorn the walls of the cathedral, 
an its numerous chapels contain 
beautiful services of solid silver, 
Beneath the floor are the tombs of 
bishops aad priests, aud in a biche 
in one of the walls is th» coffin 
which contains the bones of Itur- 
bide, the Emperor. Au Aztec tem- 
ple, or teocaili, formerly occupied 
the site of the cathedral, and the 
famous calendar stone, the sacrifi- 
cial stone, and many idols may be 
seen in the national museum hard 
by. This museum is rapidly grow- 
ing in importance because of the 
Mexican law which prohibits the 
exportation of rare and valuable, 
historical and archeviogical speci- 
mens—a law which it would be 
well to adoptin our own country. 
The calendar stone, which is 12 feet 
in diameter, weighs 25 tons. On 
the sacrificial stone it has been es- 
timated that 60,000 human beings 
perished. 

In company with the Rev, Chas. 
W. Drees, whom I kuew in 1870 as 
a student in the Ohio Wesleyan 
University, and whom the Metho- 
dist world knows asa devoted and 
successful missiouary in Mexico, I 
Visited the church-yard of San Fer- 
nauodo, which contains not only the 
ashes of the unfurtuvate Geuerals 
Mezia and Miramon, who were shot 
with the Emperor Maximilian at 
Queretaro, on that memurable 19th 
day of June, 1867, but also the tomb 
of Juarez, who, as acting President 
of the Republic,bad ordered the ex- 
ecution ofthe Austrian Archduke 
and his two most devoted Mexican 
officers, 


Allin all, Juarez was the great- 
est man Mexico bas produced, His 
biography is more interesting than 
a rowauce, and his career was oue 
of the most remarkable. Of hum- 
ble origin, bis pareuts being Indians 
in straitened circumstances, an or- 
phan’ at a tender age, unatle to 
speak Spauish uatil after be reached 
his 12th birthday, but filled with 
the divipe bunger for kuowledge, 
and the purest patriotism, he finally 
became the “savior of his country,”’ 
Having been graduated with honors 
atthe college of Osjaca, he was a 
professor in his aima mater at the 
age of 21. At 26 he was Chief Judge 
vf the republic, at 40 be was the 
Governor of his native State, and 
in 1861 he waselected President of 
Mexico. In 1863 he was driven 
from the Mexican Capital by Max- 
imilian, but in 1867, after over- 
throwing the empire, he returned, 
aud was again re-elected President, 
which office be filled until his death 
in 1872, The great reform which 
Juarez advocated as lawyer, Judge 
aud President, and with his name 
will be forever counected, was the 
separation of cburch and State. 
Turough his leadership this reform 
was accomplished in Mexico, and 
in honor of his memory,a beautiful 
mouument hs been constructed 
over his grave. This was the most 
beautiful,as well as the mos, inter- 
esting monument that I saw in 
Mexico. On the stone sepuicher of 
Juarez is a recumbent marble statue 
of this greatest ef Mexican states- 
men, the massive head resting on 
the right arm of Liberty, repre- 
sented by a splendid female figure, 
also in marble, and in sittiug-re- 
clining posture. The form and ex- 
pression of the statue of Juarez re- 
mind enue of the race of Grecian 
heroes, The square-shaped head, 
the broad, beardiess face, the prom- 
inent cheeks, bear uunmistakeable 
evideuce of Indian origin. The face 
of Liberty is perfect in its beauty, 
and it wears a mingled expression 
offpride and grief—pride in that she 
gave to Mexico such a noble son; 
grief that her son has ceased to live 
among men. Let us hope that this 
man is not the last of his race who 
will live to bless mankind.

A Mill which Should Pass. 

The following is the full text of 
Senator Osburu’s bill prohibiting 
the sale of tobacco in any form, to 
boys under the age of 18 years: 


Secrion 1. From and afterthe pas 
sage of this Act it shallbe unlawtul 
forany person or persons within this 
State (o sell or give to any minor un- 
der the age of 18 years any cigarette, 
cigar or tobacco of any kiuu or descrip- 
tion. 

Sec. 2, Any person within this State 
who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof before any Justice of the Peace 
shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing $200, or imprisonment in the 
County Jail not exceeding two months 
or by bo:b such fineand imprisonment 
in the discretion of the Court. 

In case of refusal of any defendant 
to pay the tine assessed, it shall be en- 
tered upasa judgment against him, 
to be collected the same as other judg- 
ments are collected. The Act to take 
effect May 1, 1887.

German Saperstition. 


Asa rule, Germans are not gam- 
blers; but they play sometimes, and 
when they do they like to win, so 
there are charms that secure their 
success. Here is one of them in 
rough outline. It is by far the worst 
and most blasphemous we have 
heard of in central Germany—a 
distinct piece of witchcraft, as it 
seems to us. To the words of the 
charm, distinctly noted down at the 
time, we regret that we cannot refer. 
The receipt without them stands 
thus: Catch a toad on Easter Sun- 
day morning before sunrise; take a 

iece of soft wood—pine, etc., not 

ch or oak—a little larger than 
the toad, and then nail the wretched 
creature upon it in the form of a 
cross; hang it on an isolated pole 
toward the sun, thus gradually 
changing its position with the prog- 
ress of the day; keep sprinkling it 
every now and then with water, for 
if it dies before the sun sets, your 
labor has been in vain. If, when 
the sun goes down, he is still 
partially alive, it is enough; take 
him to the nearest ant hill and bury 
him in it. On Wée@it Sunday dig 
him up. If no one has disturbed 
the hill, you will find the bones 
uite clean and white; put themina 
little bag, bang it around your neck, 
and you will always win in games of 
chance. This charm is, of course, 
a violation of every law of humanity 
and religion; a giving of one’s self 
to the devil even more formally 
than if one signed a contract with 
him in his own blood. If we could 
reproduce the words to be used at 
the different hours, it would be seen, 
imperfect as our account even then 
would be, what mysteries are 
earicatured and therefore violated. 
The man who employs such means, 
simply says: “‘l shut myself out of 
the fold of Christ; all I want is to 
win at cards.”” The charm was pre- 
served by an old man who served in 
the wars of 1813 and 1815." Another 
man, a comrade of his, whom he 
carried, wounded, off a battle-field, 
had given him, when on the point of 
death, his “lucky bag,” and told 
him how to make anewone. The 
veteran did not know from what 
district the man he had saved for a 
day ortwo had come; his knowledge 
of the charm itself was evidently 
inadequate; he protested that he 
had never tried it; but the bag and 
the bones were there, a little blue 
silk bag, worn and frayed, with a 
name worked upon it that looked 
lke Elia—a girl’s name, who was 
young some ninety years ago, we 
may suppose, and who put a ring, 
or, perhaps, a few gold pieces, her 
scanty earnings, into the bag, and 
gave it to her lover before he went 
away. It was full of toad’s bones 
when we saw it.—({Saturday Re- 
view.
